Russian Prisoners Starve in Germany 

Many hundred thousands of Rus- 
sian prisoners in Germany have al- 
ready died and more are dying from 
famine and tuberculosis, according to 
a letter sent by Messrs. Borodine and 
Sakhnovsk of the Russian mission to 
the Red Cross War Council. The 
prisoners receive “less than one-half 
a pound of bread per day and besides 
this a very small quantity of un- 
wholesome potatoes and the worst 
kind of coffee,” the letter said. 

The Red Cross is asked by the 
commission to do everything possible 
to obtain from Copenhagen at the 
present time a quantity of bread suf- 
ficient at least for the first month, 
while Russian organizations are pre- 
paring to meet the difficulty,

The first arrivals found one 
coffin bored by a machine gun bullet 
from the direction of their advance.

by the townspeople to the German 
dead and their cordial and hospitable 
treatment of the survivors so impres- 
sed Emperor William 1., the present 
Emperor's grandfather, that to mark 
his appreciation he sent to the vicar 
of Folkestone a_ splendidly bound 
| Bible for use in the parish church. 

“Some hundreds of German sailors 
were rescued from the water, the 
fishermen of Folkestone carrying out 
their errand of mercy at the risk of 
their lives, and, the Emperor present- 
ed several gold watches bearing the 
imperial arms in recognition of the 
gallant services of the rescuers. The 
German government purchased a 
large grave space in the cemetery, 
and a monument with the names of 
the victims was erected over the spot 
and it is now proposed to erect a 
monument to the kaiser’s grandson in 
the sanie cemetery and to describe 
the difference between the two inct- 
dents—one ending with a Bible and 
the other in bombs. :
